Follow- 
ing is the sermon in full: 


Soltir eclipse is hero prophesied to take 


place just before the dcstructionof Jeru 
snlem. Josephus, tho worldly historian, 
says that the prophecy win literally ful- 
filed, and that the skies were fuU of 
strange appearances, about this time. Of 
course, the sun was not obliterated, but 
clouds rolled between it and the earth. 
Christianity is the rising sun in our 
time, but there are many, who. by the 
uprolliug vapors of skepticism and the 
smoke of their blasphemy, are attempt- 
ing to turn it into darkness. 


Suppose the archangels of malice and 


horror were unloosed and permitted to 
extinguish the sun in the natural heav- 
ens. 
They throw ou that great lamp of 


our planetary system oceans from other 
worlds, and the waters roll hissing down 
into the ravines and chasms of that great 
luminary and explosion follows explosion 
until only a few peaks of fire are left, 
nnd now they are cooling off and going 
down until the vast continents of name 
are reduced to a small acreage of 
fire, aud this has been reduced to a few 
coals, and they are whitening and noon 
go out; not a spark left in the mountains 
of ashes and the valleys of ashes and the 
caverns of ashes.

stop, and stop here and stop now," 


"But," says some one, "are you not in 


favor of free speech?" . Oh, yes; I am iu 
favor of all styles of freedom—free driv- 
ing of horses, but not liberty to run over 
people in the streets; free fire in your 
stove, but not incendiarism br the burn- 
ing of the property of others; free air, 
but not permission to poison that which 
others breathe; free use of knives, but 
no right to stab others; free use of gun- 
powder, but no allowance for assassina- 
tion; free speech, but no permission for 
obscenity or slander or false swearing or 
blasphemy; free to do right and act ac- 
cording to law, but never free to do 
wrong and against law. I call the atten- 
tion of judges aud attorneys and police 
commissioners and mayors of cities to 
the importance of either driving the law 
against blasphemy from.the statute book 
or putting it into immediate execution. 
There wifl in some of our cities arise au- 
thority tall enough to see beyond all po- 
litical surroundings, and strong enough 
to execute the statutes of the state, and 
then we shall have no' more of the ex- 
ecrable and dastardly abominations that 
were uttered lust Sabbath nightin Brook- 
lyn theater, and the carrion stench of 
eprous infidelity will be fumigated from 
She atmosphere.
